BRITS basking in the 
record autumn heat 
were last night 
warned to brace them- 
selves for the big chill. 

Forecasters say a cold snap 
will hit tonight, sending 
temperatures plunging as 
low as minus 4C (25F). 

Met Office forecaster John 
Hammond said: “At the week- 
end it was almost 20C (68F) in 
some parts of the country. 

“But people who have been 
wearing T-shirts in this excep- 
tionally mild weather are going 
to notice a big change. 

“It will be time to bring the 
bobble hats and scarves out. We 
are going to get a blast of air 
from the Arctic Circle.” 

The Met Office confirmed yes- 
terday that this has been the 
hottest autumn since records 
began back in 1659. September 
and October’s average tempera- 
ture was 14.9C (58.8F). 


But that is all set to change, 
with daytime temperatures 
tipped to fall to 5C (41F) in 
southern England and 3C 
(37.4F) in northern England and 
Scotland over the coming days. 

And night-time temperatures 
will become even colder, falling 
to as low as minus 4C (25F). 

With two months left, 2006 is 
still on course to be the hottest 
year ever in the UK - beating 
the record set in 2003, accord- 
ing to the Met Office. 

Forecaster Mr Hammond 
said: “I would not be at all sur- 
prised if this is the hottest-ever 
year. Eight out of the 10 hottest 
years on record have come 
since 1989 and 2006 is looking 
like it will beat them all.
